5Iy story dates back nearly seventy 
years, but it is a true story, and its sig- 
nificance is as forcible and fresh as if the 
incidents had occurred but yesterday.

THE FARSI AND GARDEN. 


THE COLOR OV' SOWED COKN. 


In passincr ftuy piece of sowed corn late 
ill the growing season, it is easy to see 
what will and what will not make good 
feed. 
That which has been 
thickly 
sown, especially on poor soil, is a light 
yellow color, tustoless, and nearly void of 
nutritive value. 
That sown in drills and 
cultivated once or twice, is large, thick- 
stenmied and dark green in color. 
Taste 
it «nd you Hnd the sweetness that with a 
little more room and time 
would 
be 
transformed into the starch of the per- 
fected grain. 


TUHNIPS AND POTATOES FOU POULTUY, 


According to P. H. Jacobs, poultry 
authority, young chinks are partial to po- 
tatoes, ami adult fowls also eat 
them 
readily. 
Save all the small and unmar- 
ketable ]>otatocs and boil them for the 
hens. 
It is not neoessaiy to mash tlieni, 
as the hens know how to eat them witli- 
out assistance. 
Turnips also make cheap 
food for poultry, especially ducks, and 
will pay as a crop for feeding iu that 
manner. 
The most successful breeders 
of ducks use turnips, cooked and thick- 
ened with bran, for ducklings, and serve 
as a very satisfactory diet for geese in 
winter. 
But little grain is necessary if 
poultry are well supplied v/ith cookcd 
oats 


CELEUY. 


Celery should be banked soon. 
Some 
gardeners are following the practice of 
tying the tops of each root together be- 
fore banking. 
It may take i\ little-more 
time to tie it first and bank it later, than 
to have one man handle while two others 
do the banking, but it has the advantage 
of keeping the earth out of the 
centre 
of the bunch more thoroughly, and there 
are less stalks broken off in the digging 
and putting iu the pit. 
It also will pack 
much closer in the jiit. 
!Morc of the 
earth can be put up 
against it with a 
plow, leaving less to be moved with the 
shovel. 
It should not be handled when 
wet, as this causes rust. 


Before there is any 
chance of the 
temperature 
falling below twenty de- 
grees it should be packed as closely as 
possible, standing 
upright, 
aud 
with 
boards across once in eight or ten rows 
to prevent any danger of falling over, as 
if it does not stand upright, it will heat 
aud rot. 


The pit should be so covered as to ef- 
fectually keep out the rain, and have a 
drainage which will take oii any Avater 
which may soak in. 
It should also be 
ventilated by openings under the peak of 
the roof, which should 
be kept open 
whenever it can be done without danger 
of freezing, unless it is desired to blanch 
it out for an early market. 
Heat and 
dampness hasten the blanchingj but also 
cause rotting. 


As the weather grows colder the pit 
should be banked up until the sides and 
ends have a wall nearly four feet thick, 
and the roof should have not less than 
one foot of salt hay, or 
two 
feet of 
straw, to protect it from freezing. 
As 
the demand for celery is greatest, and 
the prices better, after the middle of De- 
cember, those who can keep their celery 
until that time without danger of freez- 
ing or rotting will do well not to hurry 
the blanching process. 
It seems that the 
demand for celery has increased with the 
increased supply, until the amount sold 
in oiu' large 
markets 
is ten-fold that 
handled 
a few years. 
The 
better the 
quality the larger the demand,—Ameri- 
can 
Culiivatof,. 


now TIIEES GnOW. 


There is rarely sufficient room near any 
tree for all the seeds it produces 
to 
genninate or for the seedlings to develop 
into fully grown individuals. 
Nature is 
lavish in sowing seeds that the succession 
of the plant may be insured. 
Most trees 
are 
gregarious, therefore, 
in 
extreme 
youth, from habit transmitted 
through 
many generations. 
They love company, 
and really thrive only v/hcn closely sur- 
rounded. 
Close planting is 
essential, 
therefore, to insure the best results. 
As 
the trees grov/, the weaker are pushed 
aside and iinally destroyed by the more 
vigorous, and the jìlantution is gradually 
tlnnned. 
This is the operation "which is 
always going on in tho forest wlien man 
does not intervene. 
It is a slow and ex- 
pensive operation, however, and the result 
is 
attained 
by a vast expenditure of 
energy 
and 
of 
good material. 
The 
stroniiest trees come out victorious in the 
end, but they bear the scars of the con- 
test through life. 


The long, bare trunk and the small 
and misshappen head—the only form of 
a mature tree found in the virgin forest 
—tell of years or of centuries of struggle, 
in which hundreds of weaker individuals 
may have perished that one giant may 
survive. 
But man can intervejie, and ]jy 
judicious and systejnatic thinning lielp 
the strong to 
destroy the weak 
more 
quickly and with less expenditure of vital 
force. 
Thick planting is but following 
the rule ot nature, and thinning is only 
})elping nature do what she does herself 
too slowly, and therefore too expensively. 
This is why trees ina plantation intended 
for ornament, like those in u park 
or 
pleasure ground, should be jjlanted thickly 
at iirst, and why tliey should thenbeB}'^- 
tematicalJy thiyned from timo to time; 
and it is becaubo this S3^Dtematic thinning 
is altogether neglected, or put oif until 
tlie trees aro ruined for any purpose of 
ornament, that it is so rare to jind a 
really tine tree in any public place or 
private grounds. 
Of the implementb re- 
quired to produce a jine tree the ax is 
certainly tho iirst and most ijnportaut,— 
Garden and 
Fi/mt. 


BTUAW, AVEED3 AND STUBHIiE. 


"What tise shall we make of these wnstQ" 
products of the farm, and how shall we 
I manage them to get the most good at least 
cost from them? 
The profits of the farm 
are not large and we cannot afford to let. 
anything go to losg. 
If we can by a care- 
ful saving of all vegetable matter increase 
the manure pile so as to transfer a few 
acres from the unprofitable to the profita- 
ble side of the ledger, it is our privilege- 
and duty to do so. 
The worst possible 
use a farmer can make of straw is not to- 
use it at all, and strange as it may seem,, 
there are thousand of farmers who do 
this very thing. 
They thresh in some re- 
mote corner and leave the straw on the* 
ground. 
I have often counted from live- 
to eight of these straw «tacks on a singlo- 
farm, says a writer in the Philadelphia 
Press^ each containing one yearns crop of 
straw. 
Good, bright wheat or oat straw- 
has considerably more than half the feed- 
ing value of an average ha}'", and either* 
horses or cattle may be wintered in good 
condition with no other rough feed, with^ 
a moderate increase of the grain ration. 
It is best that this increase shall be of 
bran, oats and oil meal rather than corn. 
I have neighbors who bore auger holes in 
the fioor of their horse stall to allow the 
lu'ine to run through, and yet leave stacks 
of old straw in the fields. I do not only 
bed liberally in the stable, but covcr my 
barnyard so tliat it is never muddy and 
no liquid runs from it. 
Weeds, 
corn- 
stalks, potato vines, clover straw, etc,,, 
are all packed into the barnyard. 
Wo- 
havc just cut and raked up all our wheat 
stubble for this purpose. 
From a part of 
the field wo got a full two horse load to- 
the acre. 
Eight acres of our wheat that 
had been sown to timothy had made quite 
a growth, and as the spring was very dry 
tho clover was poor. 
Consequently fox- 
tail and ragv/eed made a vigorous start, 
but wc mowed it early and there will not. 
be a foul seed on the 
field, 
wliile the 
weeds and stubbles will help to keep- 
the barnyard clean and save the urine^ 
The last week in August I visited a neigh- 
bor who is. a successful wheat grower and 
found him spreading straw on a field 
which was plovred and harrowed ready 
for the drill. 
He burns this straw and 
tells me that many 
years' 
experience 
shows him that it pays as Avell as to ma- 
nure an equal area. 
Ilis land is strong- 
and rich in humus, and while this with- 
out doubt is good practice for him on 
thin land it will probably pay better to- 
plow under

healthy color.

LEVIATHANS OF THE DEEP. 


INTERESTING AND CTTRTOTTS r A C l S 
ABOUT WHALES. 


JCho Whalo Is Not a Flsii—Not All 
AVJialos 
Furnish 
AVhaloljoiics— 
Their Small Throats. 


Of all the mofleru scientists eufraired 
•lu the •work of iuvcstiu^ation, porhnpa 
none have adopted a licld more peculiar 
and cTitrrtainiiig than Professor Freder- 
ick W. True, of the National IMnspuin. 
Professor True is a youni? man, but ho 
has already spent five years of his career 
as a scientist in looking up one subject— 
Tvhalos, 


'*Tho reason that my attention was di- 
rected to this subject particularly," said 
Professor True to a Washington Pod re- 
porter, **was the fact that so little was 
known 
to scicntific mcu 
concerninii 
-whales. 
Tlie works on zoolog-y either 
treated the whale with a few generaliza- 
tions, or liinorcd it altonrothor. 
My pur- 
pose has been to cover this Held as well 
as it possibly can be done with 
such 
.sources of information as arc available. 
I spent four months in England and the 
continent of Europe in the study of 
^specimens. 


"Only about eighteen species of the 
fifty-six that frequent the coast of North 
America are well known, and the major- 
ity of tlicsc of fprms which liavc long 
been under observation. 
The number of 
sjiccies whose habits, variations and dis- 
tribution are thoroughly understood is 
.still smaller. 
The life of the whale is 
passed with but little of it being visible, 
.and it is not an approachable animal. 
What is known of its life has been ob- 
tained at long range, and many errors 
have thereby crept in. 
All the romance 
about thrilling adventures in the cajiturc 
-of the whale have had their day. 
It is 
still regarded as a dangerous occupation, 
but nothing like what it was in the past. 
You will hear no more stories of hand 
harpooning and the smoking line running 
• out over the bow, the boat towed by a 
leviathan at lightning speed, and all 
those details that illuminated the old- 
time stones of the sea. 
Now whales are 
killed with a bomb lance, fired as any 
«other projectile, at 
a moderately long 
range. 
It carries an explosive substance 
that detonates when the lance enters the 
body of the whale. 
That is the modern 
way. 
The whale is generally harpooned 
afterward in order to make it fast, and 
unless this is attempted before the whale 
is dead it is not 
attended with 
any 
-danger." 


"What are some of the popular falla- 
cies in regard to whales?'* 


"In the first place the greatest of them 
-jiill is that the whale is a fish. It is a 
mammal with none of the characteristics 
of a fish, except that it exists in the wa- 
ter. 
An animal that nurses its young, 
and has rudimentary hind logs, could 
hardly correspond to a fish in any re- 
. spect. 
In almost every cut of a wlialc 
you will see the animal spouting a tre- 
mendous volume of water from his blow- 
holes. 
This is purely an imaginary l^uljit 
on the part of the whales. 
The blow- 
. holes of the whales correspond to the nos- 
trils of other animals. 
When it comes to 
the surface to breathe, it expels the air 
from its lungs with a violent elTort. 
Its 
nostrils are apt to be slightly under wa- 
ter, and the result is a column of spray 
rises in the air. 
This has been mistaken 
in the distance by sailors for a column of 
water, 
When 
a whale lijid been har- 
pooned so that its lungs had been pene- 
trated, it is likely that the whale spouted 
blood and water through its nostrils, 
and this has confirmed the original er- 
ror when the sailors observed it at close

**Do they breed rapidly?" 
'*One or two at a birth is the rule. 
The smaller varieties 
generally 
beai 
twins, 
and a single one at a birth is 
jirobably the case with the greater va- 
rieties. 
The infants are born 
pretty 
well able to take care of thomsrlves, 
though they arc carefully nursed by the 
mother until they are swift enough to 
provide themselves with food. 
It is the 
belief that the mother fionts on her side 
on top of the water when nursing, so 
that the young can suckle with theii 
blowholes out of water. 
Whether thii 
is true or not I do not know. 
A female 
witli young is very wary and difi^ieult tc 
approach, so that very little can be 
gathered on this i^oint from actual obser- 
vation." 


"Do whales ever sleep?" 
"That is one of the many things that 
we do not know. 
Sperm whales have 
been knoAvn to lie on the water motion- 
less for a considerable period, but it can 
only be guessed whether thej' arc asleep 
or not. 
A whale could not sleep under 
water for any length of time. 
It has a 
capacity for storing a great deal of air in 
the blood vessels that fill the neck and 
are found -well down through the body: 
but at the furthest this could not last it 
more than a linlf liour, when it would 
have lo come to the surface to blow. 
It 
is assumed that many of the lower forms 
of life never sleep, but in the case of the 
whale I do not know that that point has 
6ver been invcsticrated. 
It will be a long 
time before we know all that it is neces- 
sary to know about the rovers of the sea. 
It is, indeed, strange that, while the ex- 
ternal and internal peculiarities and the 
life-history of numberless insects 
and 
miiuite and lowly animals have 
beer 
thoroughly investigated, manv of these 
great 
beasts have been entirely neg- 
lected,"

"How large an object can a whale 
-swallow?" 


"The throat of the largest specimen is 
jiot more than three inches and a half in 
diameter. 
Jonah was a very small man

"From what we know, it is not prob- 
able. 
For a few years tlie riglit wliale 
• disappeared 
totally 
from the 
North 
American coast. 
None were stranded, 
.¡and there was no evidence that any more 
were in existence. 
A year or two ago 
K)ne or two specimens were seen,and now 
tliey are reasonably 
plentiful 
again.

TOD OATS. 


Colonel W. W. Rockhill, recently sec^ 
i-etary of legation at Pekiu, 
China, has 
returned to Washington after a journey 
through Thibet, 
lie estimates thcpopu- 
lation of the country at 2,000,000, one- 
third of whom are lamas or priests, who 
practically 
monoiiolize 
education 
and 
•wealth. 
There is a nominal King, beside 
the grand lama, but the country is gov- 
erned by the Chinese minister and resi- 
dents, and pays tribute to China. 
The 
country is poor and largely a wilderness 


The controversy as to the island upon 
cvhich Columbus' first landed when 
he 
reached the New World and which be 
named San Salvador is likely to be rein- 
vigorated by the coming celebration in 
honor of his great acliievement. 
The 
New York Sun says tho trouble is that 
^*the hardy old mariner in his log book 
gave anytliing but definite and miuute 
descriptions of 
the jnany islands he 
visited. 
His discovery 
of 
Cuba, 
tho 
crowning acliievement of his first voyage, 
distracted attention from the Bahamas. 
They were very little known for many 
years after Columbus discovered them, 
and were never correctly chartered until 
this century. 
Washington Irving made 
the long narrow island, nov.' known as Cat 
Islaud, the scene of Columbus's first ap- 
pearance in America. 
His theory was 
long ago discarded. 
Other students de- 
clared in favor oi Grand Turk, 3Irtya- 
gnam, 
Samana, and one or two other 
islands, but serious flaws have been found 
iu 
their 
arguments. 
The 
supposition 
advanced hy ^Munoz nearly a century ago 
that 
the little Watling's Island lying 
under twenty-four degrees 
north 
lati- 
tude is Columbus's San 
Salvador best 
stands the test of investigation and re- 
cent geographers, by a comparison of the 
areat discoverer's log-bpok with the cor 
O 
J' 


rect charts of the Bahaums, are generally 


agreed that iu all probability Watling's 


Island was the first bit of the New World 


visited by Columbus."

To milke a ^ood polishing mixture put 
into a bowl three-quarters of a pound oJ 
yellow beeswax, two ounces of powdered 
roslu 
and a half 
pint of 
turpentine. 
Ptand this bowl in a good-sized basin oi 
hot water and stir the mixture over the 
lire imtil thoroughly amalgamated. 
He- 
member that the ingredients are very in- 
liammable, and you must bo exceedingly 
careful or they will take fire; the largo 
basin of water is to guard against this. 
Keep your bowl iu tha center. 
Stand 
the polish aside to cool, and, if when 
cool it is thicker than cosmoline, add a 
little more turpentine until it reaches 
that cousisteucy. 
liow for the applica- 
tion. 
See that the Hoor is perfectly free 
from dust and dry, then apply a small 
quantity of the polish with a soft piece 
of llannel or woolen cloth, rubbing it iu 
well with the grain of the wood. 
After 
the whole iloor has been treated thus, 
polish well by hard rubbing with a pol- 
ish brush. 
Then, with a piece of soft 
green baize, give a light, final polish.
